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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In view of the Pre-Brief Conference Request filed on 03/02/2007, 
PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED. A new ground of rejection set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1 .1 1 3 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41.31 followed 
by an appeal brief under 37 CFR 41.37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and 
appeal brief fee can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth 
in 37 CFR 41 .20 have been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant 
must pay the difference between the increased fees and the amount previously paid. 

A Supervisory Patent Examiner (SPE) has approved of reopening prosecution by 
signing below: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1, 7. 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Darabi et al (US 20020094037) in view of Sawyer et al(US 5.307^72) 
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As to claims 1, 7, 8, Darabi teaches a method, comprising: filtering a signal with a 
band-pass filter (see fig. 1, number 16, paragraph 0021); measuring image rejection 
and DC offset of the filtered signal (see paragraphs 0003); and adjusting a center 
frequency of the band-pass filter (see paragraphs 0024, 0025, 0038). Darabi fails to 
teach wherein the filtering, measuring and adjusting is repeated until a compromise 
between DC offset rejection and image rejection is achieved and wherein the 
compromise is reached when the DC offset rejection is within acceptable tolerances and 
image rejection meets minimum pre-specified requirements. Sawyer teaches wherein 
the filtering, measuring and adjusting is repeated until a compromise between DC offset 
rejection and image rejection is achieved (see fig. 1, number 152, col. 6, lines 37-52) 
and wherein the compromise is reached when the DC offset rejection is within 
acceptable tolerances (i.e. 902 MHz- 928 MHz) and image rejection meets minimum 
pre-specified requirements (i.e. 40.1 MHz). Therefore, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the teaching 
of Vinn into the system of Darabi and Sawyer in order to create a clean signal. 
3. Claims 2-4. 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Darabi et al (US 20020094037) in view of Sawyer et al (US 5.307,372) in view of Vinn et 
al (US 6.441.682). 

As to claims 2-4, 9-1 1 , the combination of the combination of Darabi and Sawyer 
fails to teach wherein the bandpass filter comprises two cross-coupled low pass filters; 
wherein the cross-coupling includes cross-coupled variable resistors and wherein the 
adjusting is done by varying the resistance of the cross-coupled variable resistors. Vinn 
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teaches wherein the bandpass filter comprises two cross-coupled filters (see col. 5, 
lines 55-61); wherein the cross-coupling includes cross-coupled resistor and wherein 
the adjusting is done by varying the resistance of the cross-coupled resistor (see col. 7, 
lines 4-21). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to provide the teaching of Vinn into the system of 
Darabi and Sawyer in order to adjust the center frequency.
